Prelate’s Consecration as Bishop Was 
in Kansas City in 1896. 

Twenty-five years ago today, on 
June 29, 1896, the consecration of 
Bishop Glennon occwrred in Kansas 
City. He was then 34 years old, and 
he has lately passed his fifty-ninth 
birthday. He was born and educat- 
ed in Ireland, and became an assist- 
ant in St. Patrick’s Church, Kansas 


City, in 1884. He was pastor of the 
Cathedral, under Bishop Hogan, 
from 1887 to 1892, and wae Vicar- 


General of the diocese from 1892 to 
1894, and Administrator of the dio- 
cese in 1894 and 1895. 

Following his consecration, he 
served as Coadjutor Bishop of Kan- 
sas City, with right of succession, 
until April, 1903, when he was made 
Coadjutor Bishop of St. Louis, with 
right of succession. He became 
Archbishop of St. Louis upon the 
death of Archbishop Kain in Octo- 
ber, 1903. Achievements of his pe- 
riod as Archbishop are the building 
of the new Cathedral and of the new 
Kenrick Seminary, in Glennon Park, 
Webster Groves. 

William CC. McBride, in whose 
memory the $250,000 giff for a boys’ 
high school was made by his wife, 
was a wealthy independent oll oper- 
ator, who died in 1917.

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BELLEVILLE TO HAVE 
ARMY BALLOON SCHOOL 


| Board of Trade Informed Hangar 
to Cost $2,000,000 Will Be 
Erected on Scott Field. 


Announcement that an army bal- 
loon training school will be estab- 


lished at Scott Field, near Belle- 


ville, and that the construction of an 
immense hangar at the cost of about 
$2,000,000 will be started at once, 
was contained today in 1 telegram 
‘received by the Belleville Board uf 
Trade from its secretary-manager, 
Edward F. Daley, who is in Wash- 


ington in the interest of - the 
project. 

Daley's telegram, which arrivea at 
noon, and was read at a hastily 


called meeting of the board, stated 
that Secretary of War Weeks today 
| approved the plans for the hangar, 
| and that the work would begin at 
‘once. Fourteen months will be re- 
| quired to complete it, he added. 
The hangar, Daley’s message con- 
tinued, will be 900 feet long, 300 feet 
wide and 160 feet high, and will be 
capable of housing the largest dir- 
igible balloon in the army service.

ISMID EVACUATED BY GREEKS; 
TOWN IS REPORTED BURNING 


British Undersecretary Says Allies 
Are Taking Steps to Prevent 
Massacre.

LONDON, June 29.—The position 
of the Ismid Peninsula in Asia 
Minor, where the Greeks and Turk- 
ish Nationalist forces are opposed to 
each other, is obscure, Cecil B. 
Harmsworth, Undersecretary for 
Foreign Affairs, stated in the House 
of Commons today. Information re- 
ceived this morning, howevcr, he 
added, was that the town of Ismid 
had been évacuated by the Greeks 
and was burning, with the result 
that there was great panic in the dis- 
trict.

Stuart said he told the men he 
would report the robbery to the po- 
lice, and they warned him not to 
give accurate descriptions of them. 
After more parleying, Stuart took 
a piece of paper from his pocket 
and wrote his name and telephone 
number on it and gave it to ‘“‘Jim,”’ 
saying that if they wanted to con- 
sider a settlement they could call 
him up. This paper was found in 
the slain robber’s pocket. 

On the way into St. Louis Stuart 
asked the robbers why they were 
bringing him back to town. One of 
them replied: “We don’t want to 
walk so far. We took a big, fat 
fellow out once and he ran out of 
gas, and we had a long walk.” 


Holds Hand Over His Face. 


Throughout the ride, Stuart said, 
“Jim” would hold his hand over his 
face when they passed other auto- 
mobiles. The robber explained this 
by saying: ‘“‘Nobody ever got a look 
at me yet, and I don’t want them to 
see me now.” 

When Stuar: asked the men why 
they turned robbers the man in the 
front seat replied: ‘‘Work’s hard 
to get.

Stuart said that on the ride into 
the city he remembered that his 
chauffeur some time ago had placed 
an automatic pistol under one of the 
folding seats in the tonneau.
